He is a member of the National Working Union of the New Ganeratlcn. He is 
regarded as flighty, excitable, lacking in judgment and arrives at conolaslons 
X without proper evidence or evaliiatlon. He is considered to be a low-level 
agent who operates without system or security, though with considerable seal. 

He has been in contact with various Allied intelligence agencies and it is 
believed that the nature of his activities is widely known to the Austrians 
and to the emigre population of the Salzburg area. This office is inclined 
to give a low evaluation to any information received fr«Mn ALFERTCHIK.
